Army Sent 
To Aid 
Victims 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP)—Res­ 
cue workers today counted near­ 
ly 1.000 bodies of v ictims from 
the catastrophic earthquake that 
ripped across eastern Turkey 
Friday and officials said the toll 
probably will 
go far bey ond 
3.000. 


The number of known and es­ 
timated dead rose by the hour 
as army and civ ilian 
rescue 
teams fought through the rug­ 
ged, mountainous back country 
of the quake-stunned area to 
reach 
destroy ed 
v illages and 
towns. 


Officials reported many thou­ 
sands injured. 


The full fury of the quake Fri­ 
day afternoon hit the town of 
Varto, a community of 3,000 in­ 
habitants. “ It can be said that 
nothing remained of Varto,” a 
Turkish Army officer reported 
from the scene. 


The Turkish Interior Ministry 
earlier had expressed belief th® 
quake, which lev eled dozens of 
other v illages, might hav e taken 
1,500 liv es. 


Civ ilian officials at Varto said 
81$ bodies had been recov ered 
in that area alone and they es­ 
timated that at least 3,000 per­ 
sons had perished in the sur­ 
rounding desert of rubble left by 
the killer quake. 


They said scores of v illages 
around Varto had been wiped 
out.

A Turkish radio report said 
many inhabitants were buried 
under the wreckage, including 
some pupils at th e Va rto school,

In one of his first moves after entering the 
race, Shapp persuaded a leading Pennsylvania 
race-baiter. Harvey J ohnston, to withdraw his can­ 
didacy. J ohnston was paid $15.000 and threw his 
support to Shapp. 
Ironically, J ohnston is an avowed anti-semite 
and Shapp is J ewish. 
According to court testimony, J ohnston, who 
heads up the racist National Association for the 
Advancement of White People, worked in Shapp’s 
Philadelphia headquarters, and contacted his sup­ 
porters throughout the state urging support of 
Shapp. 
Some lime after Shapp purchased J ohnston's 
support, k was testified, news leaked out and the 
millionaire industrialist announced he was repudi­
